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In view of the progressive work which is 
being carried on throughout the city it is 
interesting to note the transformation of an 
old block of buildings, Nos. 23, 24 and 25 
Pearse street, formerly known as Great 
Brunswick street. - 

These houses have been reconstructed into 
suites of modern offices, and will in future 
be known as ‘* Pearse Buildings.”’ 

They have been entirely remodelled 
throughout, and are brilliantly lighted with 
electric light, each room being installed with 
gas heating to the latest design. 


A public telephone is installed and a resi- 
dent porter is in attendance. 


RECONSTRUCTION OF PEARSE 
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An interesting feature at the rear is a 
quaint old-time courtyard garden, with large 
weeping willow ash tree, which may have 
shaded Professor Murray in 1825, or Ber- 
nard Mulrenen, R.H.A., when painting his 
miniatures in 1864. 

From 1865 these buildings were occupied as 
a first-class hotel, and the old Galway coach 
lifted passengers at the door. 


In 1884 the block was leased to the Ortho- 
pedic Hospital as tenants till 1904, when it 
was taken over by the British Government 
and used for recruiting purposes until it was 
handed over to the ir sh Free State with 
other Government, property.

PROTECTION . FOR CONCRETE 
AGAINST FROST. 
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A special report has been issned by the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial Re- 
search dealing with the '' Use of Calcium 
Chloride or Sodium Chioride as a Protection 
for Mortar or Concrete against Frost.”’ 

There is an extensive literature on the 
effect of employing calcium chloride or 
sodium chloride as a protection for mortar 
or concrete against frost.

This sum- 
mary, by Dr. Thomas, shows that, although 
a great deal of experimental work has been 
done in the past by different investigators, 
there still remains a considerable amount of 
uncertainty, and often the results ‘are, ap- 
parently, at variance. The. variations may 
be due occasionally to differences in the test 
conditions, but it is suspected that the causes 
are of a more fundamental nature. The 
exact significance of the variations has not 
been determined, and the station has not, 
so far, ‘been able to devote its attention te 
the study, which “is: evidently necessary, of 
the. more fundamental aspects of the © re- 
actions involved. The report, therefore, does 
not’ purport to present: new information on 
the effects of the salts—it is somewhat in the 
nature of an extended bibliography—but it is 
published in its present form for the con- 
venience of those who desire some informa- 
tion on the subject from the Building Re- 
search Station, 
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SHORTAGE .. OF _ ENGINEERS. 
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The annual report on the Nigeria Public 
Works Department, gives some ighlins ot the 
considerablé magnitude of the work carried 
out. by this Department. A. total mileage of 
5.455 of roads was maintained and 304 miles 
of new roads were constructed. Forty-five 
bridges were completed and some 5,700 feet 
of bridgework was in hand at the end of the 
year. 549 new European and African quar- 
ters were completed during the year (as 
against 265 in 1927). The sanctioned staff at 
the end of the year numbered 386 (as against 
531 in 1927). There is a considerable short- 
age of assistant engineers in possession of 
suitable engineering degrees straight from 
the universities, or even part-trained. This 
necessitated the taking.on of untrained staff.

DESTRUCTIVE HERONS.

PROTEST AGAINST CLAUSE IN 
BILL 


At the monthly meeting of the Dublin 
tishery Conservators held at 110 Grafton 
street, yesterday, Dr. R. R. Leeper presiding, 
ihe following resolution was adopted 
unanimously on the motion of Mr. Pack- 
Keresford, seconded by Mr. Woodnutt :— 
“That this Board wishes to enter a protest 
against. the roposed clause = including 
‘herons’ in the Wild Birds Protection Bill. 

From personal knowledge of our vcon- 
servators, and from information received, 
these birds are most destructive, and do the 
greatest amount of damage to the salmon 
and trout in the rivers and ponds of this 
and other districts.” 

The water bailiff's reports stated that, 
while tha weather conditions were unfavour- 
able for angling—the water in the Liffey and 
other rivers was too high—there were a 
ate number of salmon in the Dublin 
istrict than for several years past, 

A letter was read from the Minister for 
Lands and Fisheries which stated, in reply 
to the Board 's enquiry, that if herring nets 
were used illegally in the estuary of the 
Lifiey, any aggrieved person could take 
action to have matter remedied. 

The Board decided to consult its law agents 
on this matter.

New Zealand. 


lt is ninety years to-day since New 
Zealand became part of the British 
Empive. Rumours of an intended French 
occupation, and trouble between the 
natives and the British settlers who had 
crossed from Australia, were the chief 
reasons for the annexation of the islands, 
which was carried out by Captain Hob- 
son, R.N., on behalf of “xe Governor of 
New South Wales. Captain Hobson 
landed in the northern island on 
January 29th, 1840, and on February 6th 
the treaty of Waitangi, signed by the 
principal Maori chiefs, made Queen 
Victoria Sovereign of New Zealand. The 
British Government acted only just in 
time; for a few weeks later two French 
warships arrived with orders to annex 
the islands. New Zealand was made a 
separate colony in 1841, and self-govern- 
ment was granted to the colonists in 1852. 


Sir Thomas Beecham. 


The famous conductor, Sir Thomas 
Beecham, who is at present suffering from 
influenza in Germany, ig the second 

baronet. He suoe 
ceeded to the title 
in 1916, a few 
months aíter he had 
been knighted for 
his service to British 
music. Sir Thomas,

Gibraltar. 


The land slide at Gibraltar has focussed 
a considerable amount of attention on the 
Rock, with its ordnance decoration of a 
century and a haif of guns and cannon 
halls, its picture harbour, beyond which 
the Atlantic spreads over the waters of 
the Mediterranean, and its tiny cemetery 
that is so well-kept as not to show its 
age. The well-known Galleries, no longer 
of military value, have recently been con- 
verted into show places. They were made 
on the suggestion of Sergeant Ince, during 
the siege of .1779-85, in response to 
General Elliott’s offer of a reward for an 
idea which would help him to bring a 
flanking fire upon some eneniv works, and 
out by convict labour under 
Ince and Lieutenant 
Eveleth.

I spoke the other day of the pilfering 
of portions of the Town Hall ¢handelier 
at Waterford, but, as is well known, this 
sort of polite stealing is unfortunately 
not confined to chandeliers, and is, indeed, 
much more frequently directed against 
such harmless necessary things as ash- 
trays and tea-spoons, as the proprietors 
of city cafés and the country hosts of 
travelling football teams often; learn to 
their cost. Much more serious than any 
of these, however, are the petty little 
thefts with which thoughtless persons have 
seen fit to desecrate some of our ancient 
monuments, Just as many of our hills 
have the custom attached to them that 
everyone who reaches the summit shall add 
his stone to the pile which marks the 
highest point, so in the past many sicht- 
seers built up the tradition that every one 
should take away a stone of every 
monument he visited. I believe that a 
century ago there were several hundred 
cairns within a few miles of Dublin: now 
I suppose there are not above a score, and 
the disgraceful part of it is that the great 
majority of the cairns which have dis- 
appeared have actually been removed in 
little bits in the pockets of visitors 
anxious for “ souvenirs.’’ The same thing 
is true of the Seven Churches at Glen- 
dalough; their present ruinous: condition 
is attributable far less to the ravages of 
time than to the petty selfishness of pic- 
nic parties. 


Dublin Beggars. 


A correspondent writes:—Your para- 
graph on the King of the Munster beggars 
recalls another ‘“‘king,’’ Hackball, the 
king of the Dublin beggars. He was a 
paralysed cripple, and every day two dogs 
would draw him in his little ¢art, from 
his home to his “pitch ” on the Old 
Bridge and bring him home at night. a 
distance of six miles.

A 
strong friendship grew up between the 
iwo, and from that day preaching began at 
the Gayer residence in “ a place fitted up 
for the purpose,” or, when the weather 
was favourable, under a vew tree in the 
open air. Three years later; in 1775, 
Wesley was again in the North, and was 
seized with illness at Tandragee. Ife 
‘vas brought to the residence of Mr. and 
Mrs. Gayer, and received the greatest 
hospitality, and was nursed with the 
utmost tenderness, and subsequently 
recovered from a serious illness. One of 
the rooms in Mr. Gaver’s house was set 
apart for his use on future visits, and 
was familiarly -called “ The Prophet's 
Chamber,” Other Methodist preachers 
used it when Wesley was not in occu- 
pation. Owing to the interest of the 
Gayers, Methodism made rapid strides in 
the district. A grandfather's clock,

A Poet's ACemorial. 


No greater loss to English literature 
occurred during the Great War than the 
death at an untimely age of Rupert 
Brooke, and there will undoubtedly be a 
ready response to the appeal for funds for 
a permanent memorial at Skyros, which 
has just been issued by an influential com- 
mittee, , headed by Mr. Stanley Baldwin, 
and intluding Mr. Lloyd George, Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald, and Lady Oxford. 

Rupert Brooke was born in 1887, and 
when at school at Rugby he showed 
glimpses of his latent powers of composi- 
tion by winning several prizes for poetry. 
He went on to Cambridge, and became 
President of the Union, and helped to 
found the Marlowe Dramatic Society. 

On leaving the University he took up 
the study of Elizabethan poetry and 
drama, and also issued some poems of 
note. -His first book of poems. published 
in 1911, attracted much attention, and a 
brilliant career was predicted for him. 


“ Chat is for ever England.” 


Then came the European conflagration, 
and in 1914 Brooke joined the Royal Naval 
Division, and in April of the following 
year he met his death from blood-poison- 
ing while serving in the Dardanelles. 

Almost coincident with his death was 
published a new volume of his poetry with 
the title ' 1914.” and this again drew 
high praise. Included in this book is that 
beautiful sonnet containing the lines: 

“If | should die, think only this of me: 

That there's a corner of some foreien field 

That is for ever England.” 
These words, perhaps, more than 
quotation from the poetry of the war, 
became familiar to poetry-lovers, and it is 
to place a permanent memorial on that 
* corner of a foreign field ” on the island 
of Skyros, where he was buried, that the 
present fund is being raised. The amount 
asked for is £2,000, and Greek subscrip- 
tions already amount to £200.

HISTORY OF AMATEUR RADIO. 


———=)> 


An interesting leeture on the history of 
amateur radio was given by Mr. (C LU. 
Burke, at a meeting of the Transmitters’ 
Section of the Wireless Society of Ireland, 
held at 12 Trinity street, Dublin, Mr C. 
McWhinney being in the Chair. ) 

When the Great War broke out, Mr. 
Burke said, amateur experimental work was 
suspended, and it was not until after the 
war that the amateurs came to the fore. 
In 1925 amateurs showed the world - the 
great possibility of the short wavelengths 
for long distance communication by carry- 
ing out two-way communication across the 
Atlantic on a wavelength of 200 metres. 
From that time on “record’’ long distance 
communications were broken time and again, 
the amateurs using still short wavelengths. 
Up to 1925 long distance communication on 
the short wavelengths were accomplished 
only at night, and most experimenters 
thought that it was impossible to carry out 
aan distance communication by day, but 
G20D, a British amateur, surprised the 
radio world by “working” Australia in 
broad daylight, on a wavelength of 20 
metres, Some amateurs to-day were using 
still shorter wavelengths that 20 metres. In

THE SHOP HOURS ACT. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—The Shop Hours Act, 1926, expires 
on the 16th July next, and unless. someone 
is interested enough to take up the matter 
in' the Dail of getting a further extension 
of time (say, ten years), the Lenefits which 
this: Act has secured for proprietor and 
assistant for the past five years may be lost— 
perhaps, for all time. The 1926 Act secured 
compulsory closing of all shops in the 
drapery. men’s outfitting and boot businesses 
in Dublin City at 6 p.m. on four week-days, 
1 p.m. on Wednesdays and 8.00 p.m. on 
Saturdays. This Act was approved of 
generally by the shopping public, the pro- 
prietor and his assistants. The public was 
educated to the fixed hour of _ clos- 
ing. The shop-owner was protected 
from unfair competition, and the 
assistants had time healthy outdoor 
recreation. All these benefits will be lost if 
traders are allowed to go back to the old 
régime of long hours. At least ninety per 
cent. of them are anxious to continue work- 
iag the shorter hours of the 1926 Act. 
It is rather disappointing that the societies 
connected with the shops have, so fag, not 
taken any interest in the matter. I would 
suggest that the Merchant Drapers’ Associa- 
tion or the Drapers’ Assistants’ Association 
wepare a memorial for presentation to the 
bail with signatures of the traders who 
really wish the working hours of the 1926

The Archbishop of York submitted to 
the Church Assembly yesterday in London 
a resolution in favour of the appointment 
a Commissioa to inquire into the pre- 
sent relations of Church and State. 

The resolution proposed reads :—‘‘ That, 
in the words addressed to the 
Assembly on July 2, 1928, by 
Archbishop Davidson, with the concur- 

nee of the whole body of diocésan 

shops, it is a fundamental principle 
that the Church—that is, the bishops,

THE AMENDMENTS. 

Two amendments were tabled by a 
croup of nineteen members of the laity, 
headed by Lieutenant-Colonel H. L. 
Oldham, of Lichfield, and including Sir 
John Birchall, M.P., and Mrs. Creighton. 
amendment was that the word 
“ outhorised ” be substituted for “' re- 
quested’ in the sentence, “ that the 
archbishops be requested to appoint a 
Commission for this purpose.” 

The other amendment was to add, “' at 
such time as they may deem wise.’’ 

The public galleries were crowded, many 
of those who listened to the debate being 
women, 

THE ARCHBISHOP OF YORK. — 

The Archbishop of York, greeted with 
cheers on rising to move the resolution, 
said that its terms had been accepted for 
presentation to the Assembly by the 
House of Bishops without any dissentient 
voice. He was authorised to say that he 
was introducing the resolution with the 
support, to that extent, of the House of 
Bishops. That House, however, had not 
held any f: “sal debate upon the resolu- 
tion, nor was it committed to the reso- 
lution’s terms, but the bishops had agreed 
that the issue should be raised in the 
Assembly in those terms. 

The Archbishop said that in one sense 
it was easy to exaggerate the gravity of 
the situation. I can readily sympathise, 
he said, with those who say, “‘ the work 
of the Church is going on up and down the 
country, in’ependent of those anomalies 
which are the occasion of the introduction 
of this resolution; cannot you leave that 
project to go steadily on, consolidating 
the gains which have been secured, 
illustrating the capacity of the Church by 
the exercise of its own support or authority 
to set its own house in order, and on the 
basis of that achievement to go forward 
with something to put “into legal shape 
the situation that will have developed.” 

My own inclinations lie in that way, 
commented the Archbishop, amid a murmur 
of approval. 

PRESENT EVILS. 

But, if it is easy to exaggerate the 
cravity of the situation in one sense, in 
another it is quite impossible. The evils 
from which we at present are suffering, 
as I read the matter, are not of the kind 
which gravely impede the evangelistic 
and spiritual work of the Church and the 
parishes from moment to moment. But 
there is at work in the system under which 
we are living an evil which must steadily 
damage the effectiveness of the spiritual 
work, 

The main evil is that it is radically bad 
for any society to conduct its life in an 
uncertain relationship to the law that is 
supposed to pgovern it, That uncertainty 
does exist. (Hear, hear.) The difficulties 
with which we are confronted at the 
moment are not primarily administra- 
tive—though they are serious—they are 
primarily moral. ; 

A DILEMMA OF CONSCIENCE. 

The Archbishop instanced the view held 
by many in the Church—that the declara- 
tion of assent taken by every minister on 
ordination involved in the present

nis 


the result that the stigma attaching to any 
one of us is not especially Eag, Si haon, 
because it is recognised that the law, as it 
stands, cannct be exploited by a body of 
people mintled as the great bulk of Church 
me are minded now. But if we proceed 
to legalise one part—more especially if it is 
a large part of what was then proposed— 
we leave under the stigma of illegality a 
body of people whose practice we have 
formally declared ought to be legalised. 

They knew that thire were at present 
oni ual anomalies arising in the divergence 

etween the marriage law of the Church and 
that of the State. At any moment that 
might assume alarming dimensions. 

SPIRITUAL INDEPENDENCE. 

Dr. Temple. said that he had seen more 
reason in recent years for valuing what was 
called the Establishment. While he still 
considered spiritual indepwhdence was so 
essential, that the price of disestablishment 
would not be too great to pay for it if it 
were shown that there were no other means 
to stcure that independence, yet they must 
search long and carefully before they decided 
that that price must be paid. It was hard 
for anyone to say precisely what Establish- 
ment meant. 

To his mind, 


aye it had three main parits— 
ie 


relation of tha Monarch to the 
Church and the Church to the 
Monarch; (2) the recognition that 
the Christian faith became part of 
the normal functioning of the State, 
and (5) the support of the State for the en- 
forcement of the Church’s laws. Scotland 
has bY her example shown us the possibility 
of fuil State recognition, and at the same 
tame the absolute freedom of the Church. 
THE WORSHIPPING LAITY. 

Dr, Temple said that it was far from his 
mind that the proposals made should mean 
mere power for the bishops and clergy to 
over-ride a submissive laity. If it were a 
fact that the present House of laymen did 
not adequately represent the worshipping 
laity, then by all means let the Constitution 
be amended. 

I very much “doubt, Dr. Temple com- 
mented, if it will be possible to get better 
representation of the worshipping laity. I 
am most anxious that they should have the 
fullest recognition possible in the government 
of the Church—but it must be the worshipping 
laity. (Cheers.) 

It had been suggested that the motion 
would start controversy. To his mind, he 
thought that if the motion were either de- 
feated or postponed controversy would break 
out on a very wide scale—‘‘and I think, 
though I am not sure, that I should join 
the agitation. (Cheers.) The next election 
would be fought on the issue of Church and 
State, and there would be a raging contro- 
versy from now until the next election on 
that issue.’ 

Dr. Temple said that he thought a Com- 
mission, if set up, would take five years to 
report. In that time there would be oppor- 
tunity for the Church to secure order in its 
own affairs by the exercise of its spiritual 
inherent authority. 

THE BISHOP OF WINCHESTER, 

The Bishop of Winchester, seconding, asked 
two questions—first, whether they were to 
shrug their shouldexs and go on in a vague 
and sloppy way, hoping for the best? and, 
secondly, were they just to muddle through 
or begin a raging controversy? He believed 
that neither course was wise. No hurried 
panic policy, but some wise plan by which 
the relations of Church and State may be 
adjusted, was the need, he declared. 

They were faced with a progressive secu- 
larisation of life in all its aspects. Already 
there was in great departments of life a de- 
alo from Christian faith and morals. 

ere was, too, a doctrine, apparently in- 
creasingly popular, of the all-omnipotent 
State claiming to control even the personal 
habits of its citizens from the cradle to the 


grave. 
THE PROBLEM, 

In a country across the Atlantic which 
I have recently visited, he said, that claim is 
made in regard to certain habits with which 
the members of this Assembly are familiar— 
(laughter)—and which is causing, to the 
great regret of all thinking persons there, 
an increasing disrespect for law. Our 
problem is not to hasten the day of Dis- 
establishment, but to ask how wisely and 
reasonably we can preserve this age-long ccn- 
nection between Church and State witout 
injury or indignity to either. 

We want, all of us, Church and State, to 
go forward to our God-given task, not in a 
state of suspended hostility, but with a 
frank and cordial co-operation, each 1ecog- 
nising the other’s legitimate sphere. 

THE FIRST AMENDMENT. 

Mr. F. W. Gilpin, who moved an amend- 
ment to defer the Commission proposal until 
the summer session, said that none could 
say that the passing of the Prayer-book 
measure by “minute majorities’’ in the 
House of Laity had brought peace and der 
in the Church. 
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of dishonest men. is an 
interesting spectacle. There we have in the 
distingu holder of the episcopal office a 
:evolutionary, whe 18 also a @ying-in-the-last- 
ditch Conservative. (Laughter.) On the 
point of doctrine he is revolutionary; from 
the point of view of discipline or ceremonial 
he is a die-hard Tory. The twentieth 
century is not modern enough for him in 
one case; the sixteenth century. too modern 
in the other. 
THE OTHER METHOD. 

The third method, said the Bishop, he 
found at Liverpool. That was Synodical 
excommunication, and at the other end of 
England, at Truro, he found a military 
atmosphere, where the Bishop adopted a 
method which was technically known as 
offensive defensive.” 

Lawlessness, said the Bishop of Durham. 
was beginning to spread in its gravest form 
in the Church of England. e instanced 
cases of what he called ‘organised rowdy- 
ism,” in two Northern parishes. If the 
Church of England is to be governed by 
organised rowdyism, then the Church has 
touched bottom in its failure. 

SiR THOMAS INSKIP, 

Sir Thomas Inskip, who opposed the 
resolution, suggested that the Bishop of 
Durham's “entertaining examination of the 
eaks on the clerical Éis “ would have 
ua very proper to a secret sitting of the 
Bishops, but was not an argument in favorr 
of that controversy on which they were 
apparently invited to embark for the next 
five years. The difference of opinion between 
the members of the Episcopal Bench was a 
matter foreign to the question they had to 
consider. He believed there was a greater 
measure of spiritual harmony between the 
different parts of the Church now than 
twelve months ago. 

I desire, said Sir Thomas, the maintenance 
of the Establishment. I do not take the 
view with more experience than the Bishop 
of Durham. As to the non-Christian 
character, for instance, of the House of 
Commons—I know nothing about the House 
of Lords—(laughter)—I am quite! sure that 
in this House of Commons, as in all other 
Houses in which I have sat for eleven years, 
the public opinion of that assembly is uni- 
form and inspired almost. entirely by 
Christian principles and Christian faith. So 
far from attempting to divorce the Church 
from the State, they wished to do all they 
could to emphasise and cement the unity 
between Church and State. 

LORD HUGH CECIL. 

Lord Hugh Cecil, supporting the motion, 
said that there was room for án inquiry, 
to see whether the relations between the 
Church and State could not be improved. 
He had been told that the moment for such 
an inquiry was inopportune and that it 
would divide Church and State. 

I cannot imagine a calmer moment in the 
Church world, he said, to begin an inquiry. 
Disestablishment does not necessarily follow 
an inquiry. There are several middle courses. 
I, myself, have thought of one or two. 
(Laughter.) This is not a motion of discord, 
but of honourable and highest peace. 

CANON GUY ROGERS. 

Canon Guy Rogers (Birmingham) said that, 
although they were a very divided Church at 
the present moment, Establishment did pro- 
vide freedom of thought and new combina- 
tions for growing parties within the Church. 
They enjoyed a freedom of thought and a 
possibility of readjustment from time to time 
under the Establishment which they should 
be very slow to imperil. 

He suggested that if there was to be a 
Commission it should be a Royal Commission, 
in that way recognising that Church and 
State were not antagonistic, and that they 
should be delighted to have the co-operation 
with the Crown, and those appointed by the 
Crown, in trying to find a solution of the 
present difficulties. (Cheers.) | 

SIR CHARLES MARSTON. 

Sir Charles Marston said that the House of 
Laymen had not been returned to the 
Assembly simply to say “ditto” to the 
bishops. 

Speaking with emotion he appealed for the 
withdrawal of the motion, which he said 
would revive a controversy that they had 
been trying to get away from. 

BISHOP OF NORWICH. 

The Bishop of Norwich said that, on general 
grounds, it might be wise to laok into the 
whole subject of the relations of Church and 
State. If he came to vote for the motion he 
would be extremely sorry that anyone should 
consider it necessary because of the action 
of the House of Commons. 

In a common-sense way, he added, a Com- 
mission might improve our relations. I hope 
it will do one thing—that is, the “' re-recon- 
version ” of the Bishop of Durham. 

WOMEN SPEAKERS. 

Lady Bridgeman, the first woman speaker 
during the debate, supported the motion 
because, she said, it would allay the anxiety 
of.a great many people as to the position of 
the Church. 

Miss M. C. Gollock (Wimbledan), a second 
woman speaker, also supported the motion. 
VISCOUNT WOLMER. 

Viscount Wolmer said that it was im- 
possible that the Church should go on as if 
nothing had happened. If we did so, he said, 
not only should we be making Disestablish-

BANK RATEDOWN TO 
THREE PER CENT. 


From Revrer’s CORBRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Wednesday. 

M. Cheron, Minister of Finance, ex- 

lained the financial situation te the 

‘jnancial Committee of the Chamber this 
afternoon. He declared that the revenue 
for 1930 would amount to 49,565,000,000 
francs, and would show a surplus of 
315,000,000 francs, which, however, was 
more apparent than real, because it was 
already ear-marked for the naval pro- 
gramme and the industrial insurance 
scheme. The Budget was, therefore, in 
absolute equilibrium, and it would be 
impossible to make any further reductions 
in taxation or fresh allocations. 

The resources of the Treasury would 
amount to 18,000,000,000 francs, which 
would suffice for the expenditure which 
had been voted and to provide the Bank 
of France with a floating capita) of 
5.000,000,000 francs for the needs of the 
Budget, for the contributions which would 
have to be made to the Independent Sink- 
ing Fund, for the cost of the schemes of 
national reorganisation, and finally for 
the contributions of France towards the 
Bank of International Settlements. 

THE GOLD RESERVE. 

There was at present in France gold to 
the value of 42,830,000,000 francs, which 
was the largest gold reserve of any 
country in the world except the United 
States. It had enabled. the Government 
to reduce the Bank rate to three per cent., 
thus favouring internal trade and dis- 
couraging the influx of foreign capital. 

After giving figures of considerable 
reduction. in the debt of the country by 
the operation of the Independent Sinking 
Fund. M. Cheron explained that, with 
regard to the service of France’s external 
debt, the Young Plan automatically 
covered the annual payments towards 
Great Britain and America and left 
France a balance of three milliards 
annually which could be mobilised. 


SWINE FEVER. 


LITTLE KNOWN ABOUT THE 
DISEASE. 


It was stated at the Council meeting 
in London yesterday of the Royal Agri- 
cultural Society by the Chairman of the 
Veterinary Committee that swine fever 
was a disease about which little knowledge 
existed as to its origin, or how to prevent 
and cure it.

Mr. Alexander said that the cancella- 
tions would result in “ a total estimated 
direct financial saving on new construction 
of £6,500,000.”’ 


hone of the Powers represented in tie 
Naval Conference had undertaken similar 
reductions in their shipbuilding pro- 
grammes. | 

Both Ministers, however. took the view 
that, despite these reductions, adequate 
provision for national security had been 
made. | 

Rear-Admiral Beamish (Conservative, 
Lewes) asked what had led up to the 
decision of the Government to cancel tlie 
building of four cruisers, four destroyers, 
three submarines, and other small craft 
which were included in the programmes 
of 1928-1929 and 1929-1930. 

Mr. Alexander (First Lord of the 
Admiralty )—The decisions referred to have 
been come to in pursuance of the declared 
naval policy of the Government, a full 
statement of which was made by the Prime 
Minister on the 24th July last. His state- 
ment made it clear that, as progress was 
made with that policy, reductions of the 
present new construction programme, by 
way either of suspension or cancellation, 
were probable. After the fullest and most 
thorough examination by the Government 
of our nava! needs, and also the considera- 
tion of the economic use of public money, 
the Government consider that the revised 
provision now made is adequate. . 

Rear-Admiral Beamish asked if the 
Admiralty had been consulted, and Mr. 
Alexander said that the naval manta 
had been fully reviewed, and the Govern- 
ment had come to that decision, and were 
confident of the support of the majority 
of the people of the country. 

FINANCIAL SAVING. 

In reply to Mr. Hore-Belisha, Mr. 
Alexander stated that the total estimated 
direct financial saving on new construc- 
tion, due to the abandonment of two 
cruisers, three submarines, four destroyers, 
two sloops and the net-layer, included in 
the Navy Estimates, 1929, new pro- 
gramme, as originally laid before Parlia- 
ment, is £6,500,000. None of the can- 
celled ships had been ordered, and no 
compensation is, therefore, payable in re- 
spect of them. It is proposed that orders 
for the ships remaining in the programme 
now shall be allocated as follows :— 

Cruiser—Devonport dockyard. 

Two destroyers—Portsmouth dockyard. 

Four sloops (of which two have been 


lordered)—Two Chatham, two Devonport. 


One leader and two destroyers—Con- 
tract. 

A decision respecting the three sub- 
marines remaining in the programme 1s 
held in abeyance pending the conclusions 
of the London Naval Conference. 

NATIONAL SECURITY. 

The Prime Minister informed Colonel 
Gretton (Conservative, Burton) that, so 
far as he was aware, none of the Powers 
in the Naval. Conference had undertaken 
reductions in their shipbuilding pro- 
grammes similar to those already decided 
to be made in the British programmes for 
1928 to 1930. 

Sir Charles Cayzer (Conservative, 
Chester)—Do I understand that the 
Prime Minister intends to pursue a policy 
of unilateral disarmament, regardless of 
the facts and circumstances? 

Mr. Macdonald—Certainly not. This 
is a well-devised programme, consistent 
with, and well within, the requirements 
of national security.

The Archbishop referred to “ the haunting 
fear of Disestablishment’’ expressed by some, 
and commented with admiration on the Bishon 
of Durham's courage as a higher thing than 
consistency.

It has its 
disadvantages, but it brings with it a pleui- 
tude of spiritual independence, But, in 
John Wesley's phrase, which Gladsione 
brought into political use, the Establishment 
must be “ either mended or ended.’’ 

Observing, ' we are urged to leave well 
alone,” the Bishop added: “ We cannot leave 
well alone, because we have already as an 
Assembly, morally, at least, pledged onr- 
selves to attempt a revision of the Establish- 
ment. We eannot leave well alone, because. 
ihe present situation cannot be permanent. 

THE CHURCH AT THE MOMENT. 
The Bishop raised repeated roars. of 
laughter, as wiitily he continued: From the 
solitude of Auckland Castle I sometimes 
allow myself as a Simeon from a Stylite’s 
pillar to contemplate the spectacle which the 
Church of England presents at this moment.

God and Mammon. 


Yesterday afternoon Mr. Baldwin, at 
the London Coliseum, outlined the future 
policy of the Conservative Party. Although 
his views on the safeguarding of industry 
and the development of Empire trade 
possess great domestic interest, they are 
less important than his comment on 
British relations Russia. The 
popular mind is confused about Russia, 
but truth begins to emerge from 
rumour. Mr. Baldwin said that it ‘‘ was 
impossible ¢ » « to be blind to what 
was happening in Russia in regard to 
persecution of Christians.’? We wish that 
he had been more definite. Last night 
Miss Wilkinson, in the House of 
Commons, recommended that every effort 
should be made to develop trade with 
the Soviet, and the motion was 
carried, With strange ingenuousness she 
described Russian credit as being ‘‘ the 
best security in the world.” We can 
understand Miss Wilkinson within the 
bounds of her very limited perspective. 
She is a Socialist. and an able woman. 
Therefore, her outlook is circumscribed by 
her intrinsically admirable desire to 
improve unemployment at any cost. If 
the cost were less, we should endorse 
her views. Unfortunately, any effort 
in this direction to bring work to the 
unemployed of “these islands involves 
alliance with those who have made the 
negation of God a cardinal plank of their 
political platform. Economists may argue 
that this point is immaterial; history, 
however, proves them to be economically 
and politically wrong. 

At various times the civilised world has 
been forced to face an outlaw nation, and 
it is significant that nations 
always have outlawed themselves. Attila, 
basing his area not 
very far from Moscow, is an example; 
and Stalin, or; rather, the committee 
of which he is the driving force, may be 
regarded as the Attila of the present day. 
Soviet Russia is no less disruptive in its 
ideals than the Huns, and, if we judge 
by the recent. execution of three hundred 
ex-officers, no less savage. Certainly it is 
more insidious. Yet, viewing these instances 
across the centuries, we are aware that 
any commercial dealings with those early 
bandits, which inevitably would have 
weakened resistance, must have been fatal 
to posterity. To-day the matter is more 
dificult. There are many people in 
civilised Europe who, like Miss Wilkinson, 
are convinced that the execution of the 
officers is a fable. Indeed, in support of 
her statement she quoted ‘‘ telegrams re- 
ceived at the Russian Embassy from the 
Moscow authorities, with instructions to 
contradict the story.’’ Few Governments 
in extremis tell the truth, least of all the 
Union of Socialist Soviet Republics, 
which has abjured God. In such a 
case it is necessary to explore the proba- 
bilities. of motive, since direct evidence 
sufficient for a conviction is lacking ; and 
here a wealth of circumstantial] proof leaps 
to the eye. 

The chief difficulty of the Bolshevist 
authorities at present is the question of 
the kulaks, Except in the early days of 
the revolution, when land was being dis- 
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| threat to the Irish meat trade. 
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the Communist hide, Furthermore, they 
have committed the cardinal sin; for 
occasionally they have employed Jabour. 
‘Such a bad example has occasioned much 
heartburning in Moscow, and. even has 
compelled a change, from time to time, 
in the pure and undefiled tenets of 
‘Communism. Lenin, .before he died, 
imaugurated the “‘ New Economic Policy,” 
which gave a limited encouragement to 
the ‘private trader. On the whole, this 
scheme was not unsuccessful from the 
point of view of the ordinary Russian ; 
but it threatened seriously the continuance 
of Bolshevism. Stalin, therefore, after a 
few vacillations, has determined to extir- 
pate the kulaks, and in the execution of 
this barbarous plot is meeting with unex- 
pected opposition. Indeed, we may say 
that the Soviet Government is fighting 
for its very life. When we consider the 
full implications of such a state of affairs 
we need not be surprised when we hear 
of the preventive assassination of three 
hundred men who might have become the 
spear-heads of a revolt, Single incidents 


are capable of single explanations, but a 


spate of savagery and high-handedness 


denotes fear. Yet the Labour Government 


iat Westminster has again proved its 


determination to chaffer, for the sake of 
problematical profit, with people who 


i avowedly deny God and persecute man. 


The question of Russian relations is not 


parochial; it concerns all who are not lost 
in cynicism or avarice, and it admits of 


only one answer. 


Belfast’s Example. 


Among the many efforts that are being 
made by the United States to increase 
their export trade, is a determined attack 
on the meat market in Great Britain. 
During recent weeks American agents 
have offered enormous sums for the 
lease of prominent. stalls in the famous 
Smithfield Market, in which a large 
proportion of Britain’s meat trade is 
conducted. They are particularly anxious 
to sc.ure control of old-established 
British firms that have connections in 
ell parts of th; British Isles, with 
a view to the eventual replacement 
of British and Dominion meat by ship- 
ments from the United States. This 
campaign, which is backed by some of 
the most important interests in the 
United States, constitutes a serious 
Within 
the last few years the amount of meat 
imported from foreign countries into 
Great . Britain has been increasing 
rapidly. The export of cattle from the 
Irish Free State, on the whole, has been 
satisfactory; but times are hard in 
England, and working-class housewives 
are tempted sorely to buy foreign meat, 
which is much cheaper than the Irish 
product. Now that the United States 
have entered the field, competition is 
likely to become far keener than ever 
it has been previously. Nothing will 
be left undone to create a demand for 
American meat, and the Irish cattle 
trade will need to bestir itself. With the 
exception of the excellent work that has 
been done by the Empire Marketing 
Board, the propaganda on behalf of the 
Irish meat trade is almost negligible. 
The Free State exporters seem to be 
content to leave everything to the Board, 
despite the increasing rivalry of foreign 
competitors. The business men of 
Northern [Ireland do _ things’ very 
differently. Their staple trades also are 
being menaced by new rivals; but, unlike 
their colleagues in the Free State, they 
are taking steps to protect their own 
interests. During the month of May the 
Associated Chambers of Commerce of 
Great Britain will hold their annual con- 
ference in Belfast. While the delegates ' 
are in the Northern capital an “ Empire 
Week ’’ will be held in the city. An 
exhibition of Empire products will be 
given in the Ulster Hall; there will be 
a special parade of British industries ; 
British plays and films will be produced 
in the theatres, and only British music 
will be played by the city’s bands and 
orchestras. Thus the visiting delegates 
will learn that Northern Ireland is con- 
ducting a lively campaign in favour of 
British goods. Such an undertaking in 
Dublin would be of incalculable value to 
the Free State. An Empire eghibition 
would convince the people of Britain that 
the Saorstdédt realises the benefits of 
imperial membership, and would remove 
the impression that she is discriminating 
against British goods. We commend the 
idea to the Free State Government; it’ 
would be worth a dozen new tariffs. 


Roman England. 


Verulamium was a capital city at least 
a century before the Romans founded 
its neighbour, London. Afterwards the 
growth of the new town failed to inter- 
fere, for a long time, with the supremacy 
of the older; indeed, the prestige of the 
Roman-built Verulamium, upon the site 
of the Celtic city, was not lessened until 
the legions had abandoned Britain. The 
City Council of St. Albans has decided to 
uncover the site of the ancient city, of 
whose walls large portions are still 
standing. There can be little doubt that 
valuable relics of the Roman occupation 
will be unearthed by systematic effort, 
since even amateurs have made important 
discoveries on the site. A repo-t of the 
Royal Commission on Historic Monu- 
ments declares that “it is hardly 
possible to put a spade into the ground 
below plough-level without touching 
serious archmological interests.” We are 
not excessively imaginative in our hope 
that remains almost as precious as those 
of Pompeii and Herculaneum may be 
revealed. Roman civilisation flourished 
at its best in Gaul and Britain during 
the latter centuries of the Western 
Empire. It is known that many cultured 
Romans preferred to reside in those 
countries rather than in Italy itself, and | 
there is good reason to suppose that 
interesting frescoes and mosaics may) 
be unearthed, in addition to coina and 


articles of equipment. Unhappily, the 


damp soil of England is less suited to 
the preservation of buried manuscripts 
than the dry sands of the South. 
Previous research at Verulamium has 
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to our knowledge of ancient dramatic 
production. Steps have 
already to prevent depredation by private 
persons over the area of 10,000 acres 
that will be explored.

The World’s Ships. 


The increased output of Belfast’s ship- 
yards is a mirror of the general condition 
of the shipbuilding industry. According 
to the Annual Summary of Shipbuilding 
of Lloyd’s Registry, the gross tonnage of 
ships launched in 1929 was noticeably 
larger than it had been during recent 
years. Great Britain and Ireland con- 
tributed more than the rest of the world 
towards the increased output. Ships 
with an aggregate burden of over 1,500,000 
tons were launched in these islands, 
mainly from the Clydeside and Belfast 
yards, whereas the combined burden of 
all other ships launched was less by nearly 
500,000 tons. Moreover, of ships under 
construction during the year, British 
yards were responsible for 317,000 tons, 
against a foreign total of 176,000 tons. 
If the present tendency towards increased 
building continues, it is reasonable to 
suppose that the industry will succeed in 
the restoration of its damaged fortunes. 
Its future, however, is not wholly 
assured. In spite of their apparently 
enormous output of 1,500,000 tons, British 
yards had room for almost as much work 
again, and many contracts for the con- 
struction of oil-tankers were undertaken 
on terms that left a very small margin of 
profit. A few interesting facts appear in 
Lloyd’s Summary. The largest ship 


| launched in 1929 was the motor ship 


built on the Belfast stocks 

Harland and Wolff. It 
is notable, incidentally, that five of 
the seven largest vessels constructed 
during that year are driven by motor- 
power. Out of all the steamships, 
amounting to 1,504,000 tons’ burden, 
which were launched last year, those 
fitted to burn oil fuel accounted for 
410,900 tons. Thus, when the number 
of motor ships is taken into consideration, 
only 39 per cent. of new shipping is 
dependent exclusively on coal for its 
driving power.

FOREIGN SECRETARY'S 
STATEMENT, 

In reply to Sir Kingsley Wood, in the 
House of Commons yesterday, Mr. 
Arthur Henderson said that the Egyptian 
Prime Minister, in submitting the pro- 
posed treaty with the British Govern- 
ment to the Egyptian Chamber on 
February órd, said that he did so in ful- 
filment of the promise made in the Speech 
from the Throne regarding the British 
proposals. The spirit of conciliation 
which prompted these proposals to the 
Egyptian Wafd was responded to in a 
similar spirit. The Egyptian Govern- 
ment had resolved that if the Chamber 
gave it a mandate it would seize the 
opportunity of the presence in power of a 
British Government animated with a 
spirit of good understanding and friend- 
ship, to negotiate with it the proposals 
in the same spirit, and with the same 
desire for a good understanding and 
friendship, in tae hope of reaching an 
beanaile and Jasting agreement between 
the two countries. (Labour cheese.) 
When concluded, the agreement would be 
submitted for ratification, and the 
Egyptian Government would undertake 
its execution faithfully and scrupulously, 
The High Commissioner reported that 
this statement was greeted with prolonged 
applause.

Mr. Baldwin’s speech at the London 
Coliseum to-day is remarkable for the wide 
field that it covers. Scarcely a topic of 
imperial or domestic interest is left 
untouched, with the single exception of 
agriculture, and this omission is explained 
by Mr. Baldwin’s intention to devote a 
separate speech to that important subject. 
The Government’s policy is subjected to 
severe criticism from several angles, while 
the constructive portion of the speech inststs 
upon the importance of inter-imperial co- 
operation, and pledges the Conservative 
Party to an extension of the principle of 
safeguarding, in order that the industria! 
position of the country may be improved. 
In Mr. Baldwin’s last Government appli- 
cations concerning safeguarding were dealt 
with by committees set up by the Board 
of Trade. and to-day’s speech is interpreted 
as an indication that the cumbersome 
machinery through ‘which safeguarding 
worked is to be simplified greatly, so that 
it may have a wider application. 


The Lords’ Amendment. 


The opinion that the House of Lords 
has performed a useful service by its 
action concerning the Unemployment In- 
surance Bill is not confined to the Con- 
servatives. In non-political quarters the 
view is held that the bill has been

on its operation. hether the time-limit 
is one year, as mentioned in the Lords 
amendment, or three years, as proposed 
by the Government and to-day accepted 
by the House of Lords, is not so material 
as the principle which has been established 
that the question of unemployment in- 
surance shall be reviewed by Parliament, 
and that the present scheme shal] not be 
regarded as a permanent system. 


Irish Grants. 


It is announced to-night that the Irish 
Grants Committee, which was set up on 
October 8th, 1926, to deal with certain 
applications for er gratia grants, com- 
pleted its work on Monday, February órd. 
This Committee was appointed in 1926 to 
consider and make recommendations upon 
claims from British subjects residing or 
carrying on business in the Irish Free 
State who, on account of their support of 
His Majesty’s Government in the United 
Kingdom prior to July llth, 1921, sus- 
tained hardships and loss by persona! 
injuries or by the destruction of their 
property between July llth, 1921, and 
May 12th, 1923. It is understood that no 
report is to be issued by the Committec. 


The Naval Conference. 


The attention of the Naval Conference 
is largely directed, a. present, to the 
question of tonnage by category, aml an 
endeavour is being made to p:epare a 
formula whereby there may be an inter 
change between categories within a total 
tonnage limit. Interchange between 
categories is not a simple matter, in 
view of the differences brought to light 
when one navy is compared with another. 
One country may have ships of a type 
not possessed by any other; this is the 
case with the British cruisers of ‘the 
Hawkins type, and with the French 
flotilla leaders. The present aim of the 
Conference is to reduce the number of 
categories as much as possible, and at 
the same time to limit the range of every 
category to a reasonable extent. The 
Dominions’ representatives have been of 
the utmost assistance to the British 
delegation in placing before the 
Admiralty the views of their respective 
Governments -~ particularly upon the 
question of the protection of the trade 
routes between the Empire’s various 
parts. ! 


Small Savings. 


The big banks are doing their utmost 
to dispel the idea that they will open 
accounts only when large amounts are 
involved. One of the principal banks, 
with branches throughout the country, 
offers to supply .a “home recording 
safe,” free of charge, on an. initia! 
minimum deposit of five shillings. Om 
the deposit of this amount, a saving 
account is opened, a pass-book issued, 
and compound interest at two and 
a half per cent. is allowed, the 
interest being added to the principal 
half-yearly. Withdrawals up to £10 may 
be made without notice from the branch 
at which the account is kept, and with- 
drawals up to £5 at any other branch 
of the bank, on the production of the 
pass-book by the depositor. _ Another 
bank, one of the “ big five,” has gone 
a step further to-day by announcing its 
willingness to accept one shilling as an 
initial deposit, and for this sum a home 
safe will be supplied. 


The Hotel Cecil. 
The £1,520,000 paid by the Shell-Mex 


Corporation for the Hotel Cecil does not 
include the furniture and fittings, which 
will be disposed of by auction. It will 
be a huge sale, and may last a month, 
as it will include about a quarter of a 
million pieces of plate, china, glass and 
linen. The equipment of four Masonte 
Temples will be included in the sale, as 
well as the furnishings of nearly six 
hundred bedrooms, ten bangueting halls, 
and nearly three hundred other rooms. 
The hotel arrangements will be continued 
until Easter, after which the sale wall be 
held, in order that the new owners may 
take possession by the end of June. This 
is the date agreed upon for the transfer 
of the property. 


Motor Regulations. 


Provisional regulations, to come into 
operation next October, have been drawn 
up by the Ministry of Transport. They 
dea with the number plates of motor 
vehicles. Motor cycles and motor cycle 
combinations are mainly affected, and it 
is proposed that both shall carry number 
plates two-thirds the size of those on motor 
cars instead of half the size, as at present 
Further, it will be necessary for them te 
be illuminated at night. Motor cyclists 
express disapproval of the changes, and 
protest meetings throughout the country 
are being organised. Motor ear owners 
are not so greatly affected, the principal 
change being that the number vlates may 
be internally illuminated. This is in the 
nature of a concession, and will render 
legal many cars now fitted with interna! 
illumination for the identification numbers. 


Army Officers’ Pay. 


The reduction in the pay of British 
Army officers, which will come into opera- 
tion in July, will amount to six per cent. 
in the standard rates laid down by an 
Army Order issued in 1919, and not to 
six per cent. of the present rates. which 
are five per cent. below the standard rates. 
The standard rates are subject to revision, 
either upwards or downwards, in relation 
to the variation in the cost of living, and 
a revision is due to take place next July. 
On the recognised basis there would be a 
reduction then of eight per cent. on the 
standard rates: but it has been decided. 
however, that the reduction shall be 
limited to six per cent. Pay and retired 
pay at this rate will be issued for one 
year from July of this vear, after which 
the rate will, if mecessary, be further 


revised.

With regard to the question of entering 
mto a commercial agreement with the 
Soviet, he read a Foreign Office statement, 
which showed that the negotiations opened 
with a view to regularising commercial re- 
lations between the two countries” had 
reached a stage where the detailed discns- 
sion of the necessary documents could be 
assured.

POINTS OF DIFFERENGE. 

It is understood that the chief difference 
between the British nad French points of 
view jconcerns the distribution of tonnage 
in the various categories.

WIFE RECEIVES A 
LETTER. 


SEARCH OF BOG 
SUGGESTED. 


~ From Ovr Sprectar CORRESPONDENT. 
| WATERFORD, Wednesday. 
E ‘mystery surrounding thé disap- 
pearance of the County Waterford 
postman, Laurence Griffin, took s new 
ahd. somewhat sensational turn to-day. 
I understand that a letter purporting to 
have been written from Ballybricken Jail 
has been received by Mrs. Griffin, 
wife of the missing man, Undated, 1 
was written o~ official notepaper and 
officially marked by the prison censor, who 
»resuinably had read it before it was 
posted. A.letter also was sent to a man 
in Carrick-on-Suir. The communications 
suggest the possibility of firding the body 
in the Glen Bog, which is situated on the 
main road between Stradbally and Kil- 
macthomas. I saw a copy of the letter in 
Mrs. Griffin’s house in Kilmacthomas. 
When I approached Superintendent 
O’Mara, who is in charge of the case, he 
admitted that he was aware of the letters. 


THE LETTER. 
The letter which Mrs. Griffin received 
last Monday reads :— - 

“ Dear Mrs. Grirrin,—So far no trace 
of poor Larry” (here are inserted in 
brackets two capital letters, which are 
rather indistinct, and are either W.C. or 
W.E.). 

The letter goes on :— 

‘‘Must have some Mexican blood to 
have done this. That day I called down 
to see you it’s little I thought I would 
be here to-day. 1 told you that day 
when the Guards would finish we would 
have a try, but I did not get a chance of 
it. Aren't they desperate men to think 
people would do such a thing? What 
harm, but our best friend, Larry—after 
18 long years. It took a long time to 
think it out. I am getting a party to try 
the bog on Saturday. H you could ssk 
Jack (Mrs. Griffin's son) to see Roache 
and ‘some other hardy chap to give a 
hand. They will meet the others outside, 
and you will surely find poor Larry on 
Sunday. As I told you that day, these 
fellows did not try the bog at all—only 
walked over it. 1 have written a creat 
friend of mine in Carrick, who will be 
there to direct: and, God knows, the 
Guards would never find him at the rate 
they ere going. Tell the little girl to 
write and let me know how you are 
getting on, as it must have been a terrible 
erdeal on you.—Yours faithfully,

MRS. GRIFFIN’S VIEW. 

Mrs. Griffin told me that she had re- 
ceived the letter about 6.50 on Monday 
evening, and after reading it she had it 
taken immediately to the Civic Guards, 
who took.a copy of it and handed it back 
to her. She explained to me that the 
Roache mentioned in the letter was a 
young carpenter in Kilmacthomas, who 
knew her husband very well. It was her 
opinion that the letter was authentic, and 
she expressed a strong hope that it 
would elucidate the mystery of the dis- 
appearance of her husband. 

She added that she had heard nothing 
from the Civic Guards as to the investiga- 
tions that. had taken place following the 
receipt of this letter. 

I next interviewed the man Roache 
mentioned in the letter. When I saw 
him he was engaged on contract work for 
the Waterford County Council, in Bally-

postman, «of middle age, with a wife and 
three children, who had served in the 
South African and Great Wars, dis- 
appeared. He had been delivering the 
post on the Stradbally-Kilmacthomas road 
for about seventeen years. On Christmas 
Day he delivered the mails in Stradbally, 
and, signed off in the post office there at 
6.15 p.m. He then had some mails in 
his possession to bring back to Kilmac- 
thomas. So far as the inhabitants gene- 
rally of the district are concerned, that 
was the last seen of him. 3 

DECEMBER 26.—Griffin’s bicycle was found 
about two miles from Stradbally, on the 
road to Kilmacthomas. His waterproof 
cape was. found on the road beside his 
bicycle.

MEXICO CITY, Wednesday. 
Despite the extraordinary precautions 
taken by the military authorities to pre- 
vént any attempt at assassination during 
the installation of Seftor Pasqual Ortez 
Rubio as President of Mexico to-day, he 

was wounded by a would-be assassin. 
The President had driven back to the 
National Palace after the inauguration 
eéremony, through streets lined with 
cheering people, and on arriving at the 
Palace had the Cabinet sworn in. As he 
was leaving the Palace again a youth, 
dressed in black, stepped forward and 

fired six shots at the President’s car. 


PRESIDENT’S WIFE ALSO HIT. 

Sefior Rubio was hit in the jaw, but 
his chauffeur drove on to the President's 
house. Sefior Rubio was rushed’ to 
hospital, ghere an c,eration was per- 
formed and the bullet extracted. The 
doctors. state that his condition is not 
serious, . 

Six shots in all were fired by the would- 
be assassin. Two other members of the 
presidential “ party were struck,” the 
Pregjdent’s wife being grazed by a bullet, 
and his little niece, Ofelia Ortega, 
slightly wounded. One bystander also 
was hit. 


Bullets shattered the wind-shield and 


| showered glass over the chauffeur, the 


President's secretary, and his sister-in- 
law, Sefiora Ortega, whose daughter was 
struck by a bullet. 


ASSAILANT’S ADMISSION, 

Motor cycle police pounced immediately 
upon the would-be assassin, and took 
him to the National Palace, where he 
gave his name as Daniel Flores, aged 22. 
He acknowledgéd that he was an adherent 
of Sefior Jose Vasconcellos, the candidate 
of the “ Anti-Re-electionist ” Party, who 
was defeated by Sefior Rubio. 

The discovery of a conspiracy amopg the 
follcwers of Vasconcellos to assassinnte 
President Rubio, Senor Portes Gil, the ex- 
President and other leaders, and to seize 
power during the ensuing confusion, wis 
recently announced by the police. 

To-night the capital is quiet, in spite of 
the exciting events of the afternoon. 


THE INAUGURATION CEREMONY. 

A crowd of more than fifty thousand 
people attended the inauguration ceremony 
in the great National Stadium Senor 
Rubio left the Palace for the Stadium nn 
the company of Senor Portes Gil, the retir- 
ing President. at noon and made =a 
triumphant passage through streets lined 
with soldiers and packed with cheermg 
crowds. The ceremony of taking the oath 
and delivering the inaugural address 
occupied less than a quarter of an hour. 

The Ambassadors of fifteen countries and 
the entire Diplomatic Corps were 
assembled on the platform, where also 
were senior military officers, Governors, 
judges and high offcials. 

Senor Rubio, in the course of his 
address, which was loudly applanded, 
pledged his Government to five years of 
hard work. The ceremony, though brief, 
was accompanied by much picturesqueness 
and military display, which delighted the 
large number of tourists—the greatest 
influx which the capital has ever seen— 
who had come to view it, The weather 
was beautiful, and the whole city 
blossomed out into colour in honour of the 
occasion.

In no other way can 
expenditure at anything like the present 
level be supported. Eeonomy, the limita- 
tion and postponement even of desirable 
expenditure, is one of the first needs of 
the revenue, and, therefore, of the State. 
But economy in that sense is much less 
than half a policy, especially in face of 
the facts of. trade and of democracy as 
this island knows them. FEconomy has 
little significance for either unless 
vitalised by the active eare of production 
at home and of markets overseas. 

Mr. Baldwin gives his answer and his 
party’s answer to the question: ‘‘ What 
can a Government do -to speed the pro- 
ducer and to secure his markets?’’ and 
the answer is prudent and practical. The 
fiscal aid which he offers, apart from the 
contraction of expenditure, is the mstru- 
ment of safeguarding, an instrument. of 
scientific discrimination and of proven 
worth. The safeguarding policy in its 
new form transgresses none of the prin- 
ciples which were its strength in the old 
form, but its procedure is enlarged and 
simpliúed. Mr. Baldwin desires freedom 
from the statutory handicaps which have 
hitherto surrounded a safeguarding tariff. 
The inquiry, and the decision for or 
against a particular tariff, are no longer 
to be delegated to a tribunal, but to be- 
come the responsibility of the Govern- 
ment itself. . 


IMPERIAL CO-OPERATION. 

H his party will assure to his policy 
the support for which he asks, it may 
well he able to give decisive shape to 
imperial co-operation in an age which 
calls tmperatively for it in the most effi- 
cient form attainable. It must be, under 
our system. the work of a party to state 
and to enforce the argument. It cannot 
bé rapid work; the interlacing of in- 
dustrial activities is work for a generation. 
But the pace will not be helped, nor the 
possibilities enlarged by individual 
champions cropping up from nowhere at 
election times, lacking visible loyalties and 
attachments, with neither pride of. political 
ancestry nor hope of political posterity to 
grace their Committee rooms. Thev may, 
of course, prolong the period of not more 
than two vears of Opposition, which Mr. 
Baldwin, perhaps too hopefully, gave him- 
self vesterdav. However that may be, two 
years are none too much for the preachiag 
and propagation of a comprehensive and 
reasoned creed; and the time of Opposi- 
tion brings Mr. Baldwin fresh opportuni- 
ties of the kind which he was often urged 
fo take while ha off ce, 

The need of new minds and new voices 
is greater now than it was even then, end 
the «difficulties of supplying them are less. 
Then there mav have been a case against 
unsettling a settled hierarchy. Now there 
is, or should be, no semiority, but only 
merit. Young members and young 
candidates should be called into counsel 
and eneovraged to win their spurs, and 
veterans in vears or in mind should be 
encouraged to enioy their laure!s. Not the 
least of a leader's duties in Opposition is 
to provide for the leadership of the 
future, and that means to provide the men 
n& well as the policies.

Mr. Stanley Baldwin, on the stage of 
the Coliseum ‘before a representative 
gathering of his supporters, vesterday 
outlined the future policy of the Con- 
servative and Unionist Party. 
Baldwin had with him on the plat- 
form members of the late Government 
and the party Whips. There was a 
special delegation from Scotland, and 
a number of Trish peers and members 
of Parliament from Northern Iveland 
were present. 

Mr. Baldwin said :—‘' ‘Ve are met here 
as representing the chief Opposition party 
in the State, and the immediate and 
present duty of the Opposition Is to - 
oppose. 

“The situation is-not without diffieulty 
with a minonty Government in power. 
We. have to reconcile duty as an 
Opposition with our duty to the nation 
and with seeing that the King’s Govern 
ment is carried on. We '.ave to maintain. 
so far as we can. a unity of front, facing 
all outside countries. This task is not 
made easier for us by some of the things 
that the Government have done. and 
especially with regard to their treatment 
of Russia.

““ The mere knowledge that we possess that 
will be a great safeguard in itseli—the power 
to utilise the principle of safeguarding in 
making treaties with forfeign countries. 


(Cheers. ) 
OUR MARKETS. 

“There comes before us the moment we 
think about our industries the question of 
our markets, and the moment you think about 
markets you think about the Empire. Now, 
the Empire, so far as the Dominions and 
India are concerned, consists of autonomous 
States fiscally, and we cannot lay down in 
this country a policy for them to pursue. 
We can only suggest and persuade. 

“ I am convinced that the proper method 
to-day of approaching the question of the 
unifying of the British Empire lies primarily 
through the industrial side. 

““I have been working for some time past 
with some of my colleagues and with friends 
outside to what could be done to 
rationalise imperially, and not only to 
rationalise domestically. 

“In order to advance the policy of inter- 
Imperial agreements. we should take active 
steps to promote a series of conferences in 
order to bring about trade agreements. 

‘* Safeguarding, I believe, the most efficient 
Em ds for the manufacturing industry, is not 
.applicable to agriculture, for I am not pro- 
posing to tax food. We have done much for 
agriculture--much more than agriculturisté 
themselves will acknowledge. We gave them 
the greatest benefit they have ever received 
the benefit of de-rating—but much more must 
be done. We are busy working on a policy 
for agriculture, which 1 hope at no distant 
, date to put before the country; but 1 regard 
the question as one of such importance that 
it demands, as industry does, a speech all to 
jtself. 

" Of safeguarding, 1 am confident it is the 
only remedy that has not yet been tried to 
any considerable extent. It has been success- 
jul beyond all criticism in the limited sphere 
in which it has been employed. It has not yet 
had a chance of showing what it can do. 
Whether the day may come when the British 
Empire may become a unit, in the sense that 
the United States is, whether it may le 
guarded by one tariff, with a vast area of 
jree trade within, I know not. 

“These things are in the distant future; 
but of one thing I am assured, and that 1s 
proceeding step by step the course I have 
recommended to you to-day is the safest and 
the surest to take, if we wish to reach that 
common goal of the united Empire, which 
hes before all of us who dream the dreams 
and see the visions that have always inspired, 
soisetimes in a higher degree, and sometimes, 
] am sorry to say, in a less, those who have 
followed the banner of the Conservative and 
Unionist Party. (Cheers.)

not conceived in the gentle ~ spirit 
of accommodation which the noble lord had 
displayed. So far as he and his friends were 
concerned, they had the satisfaction of know- 
ing that in principle their amendment had 
been accepted, and that the future recon- 
sideration of this very hasty and, in some 
ways, ill-considered piece of legislation had 
been secured. If the doctrine of privilege was 
carried to an unreasonable length, their lord- 
ships would never consent to be deflected 
from what they considered their obvious duty. 

Earl Beauchamp, speaking for the Liberal 
Party, did not think that the matter could 
be said to have ended. The action of. their 
lordships had created a very strong feeling 
among the Labour Party in the country, 
which might yet have its repercussions. 

The debate was concluded by the Earl! of 
Halsbury, who expressed the opinion that, 
sooner or later, they would have to assert 
themselves if they were to take an effective 
part in the Constitution, and not become a 
mere debating society.

THE SCHNEIDER TROPHY. 

Turning to the Schneider Trophy contest, 
the Duke said :—‘* The fact that we had re- 
tained the Blue Riband of the air world was 
proof of the absurdity of the statement we 
sometimes heard, and the hand of British in- 
dustry was losing its cunning. British 
industry has more than a reflected glbry 
from the triamph we are celebrating to-night. 
Forty trades, I am told, contributed to it, 
and the steel maker in Sheffield, the light 
alloy trades of Birmingham, to name two 
only, played their part, while research 
workers in Government establishments and 
private laboratories all had a hand in that 
victory.” 

The Duke paid a tribute to the Duchess of 
Bedford and Lady (Abe) Bailey as setting 
new standards for women aviators, and re- 
ferred to Lord Trenchard, who was rightly 
known as “the father of the Air Force. ' 

“Every day we read of some new and 
magnificent feat of skill and endurance pey- 
formed by a man or woman in the most 
up-to-date machine, I am especially glad to be 
able to accept your invitation, first, because 
1 served in the R.A.F, and became a pilot 
just after the war, and, although of late 
years have not. flown, I should like to 
mention the fact that my brother—the Prince 
of Wales—is the owner of an aeroplane and 
makes full use vt it, whenever he can find 
an opportunity to do so in his busy life.”’ 

Coupling the names of Sir Philip Sassoon, 
Chairman of the Royal Aero Club, and Mr. 
F. Handley Page, Chairman of the Society 
of British Aircratt Constructors, with the 
toast of “ British Aviation,’’ the Duke re- 
vealed that Sir Philip had accepted the 
cominand of No. 601 (Company of London) 
Bombing Squadron of the Auxiliary Air 
Force. ‘He has been learning to fly the 
better to carry out his self-imposed duty as 
commander. With such men as I have named 
the future of Eritish aviation is indeed 
bright and its technical progress assured.”’ 


FAMOUS AIRMEN PRESENT. 

Great. Britain's most celebrated airmen 
were among the guests. There were all the 
chiefs of the Royal Air Force and the five 
members of the Schneider Trophy team. 
Flight-Lieutenant D'Arcy Creig was present, 
with his newly-wedded wife. 

Squadron Leader Or'ebar, captain of the 
British team, was handed a certificate in 
pate of his success in gaining the 
world’s speed record in a seaplane. Flight. 
Lieutenant Waghorn, winner of the Schneider 
Trophy, was also presented with a certificate 
for his achievement. Flight-Lieutenant R. L. 
R. Atcherley, the “ dare-devil”’ of the team, 
was with Flight-Lientenant G. H. Stainforth. 
who also made a bid for the world’s speed 
record. There were other famous airmen and 
airwomen present. 

The gold medal of the Royal Aero Club 
was presented to Captain C. D. Barnard, and 
an illuminated address to the Duchess of 
Bedford, to mark their ten thousand miles 
flight from London to India and back. 

Lady Bailey received the Britannia Trophy 
for the most meritorious performance of the 
year—her lone flight in a light 'plane of 
eighteen thousand miles to London and South 
Africa and- back.

SEARCH FOR BODIES. 

The search for the bodies of the three men 
who were drowned in the Shannon last Sun- 
day night at PLASSY was continued up to 
last evening, but without result.

(Councillor Keyes) asked permission yester- 
day from the Free State Ministry of Fisheries 
for searchers to be allowed to use snap nets, 
which cannot be legally employed in the 
Shannon until February 12, when the net 
fishing season opens. He received a reply 
that it was a matter for the Civic Guards, 
and when the Chief Superintendent in Lime- 
rick was approached later on he said he had 
no objection. The Fishery Board, it is 
stated,. would only. give permission for the 
use of snap nets on condition that any salmon 
taken by them in the course of the search 
would be returned to the river, but the 
fishermen, who constitute the search party, 
hold that thev should be allowed to retain 
the fish, and here the matter rests for the 
present. 


‘NEITHER LAND NOR WATER.’’ 
DUNDALK Harbour Board has decided to 
ask the Ministry of. Industry and Commerce 
for a 99 years’ lease for portion of the 
ground on which its new quays are built, 
attention having been drawn to the fact that 
the land and water in question was Free State 
property under the Constitution and could 
not be alienated by anybody. Mr. McGahon 
said that, if they were anxious to spend 
money on law—which they were not—they 
could have a nice argument that this was 
“neither land nor water.” The ground was 
covered with water only at high tide, and 
when the tide was out it “ certainly was not 
land.” (DGaughter.) The Board also decided 
to send to the Ministry a letter from Sir 
Samuel Kelly as to his priority rights to his 
quays, which the Harbour Board has acquired 
by arbitration at a fee of more than £6,000.

IRREGULAR MARKETS. 

(from Our FINANCIAL CoRRESPONDENT.)

The Stock Exchange record of late has 
scarcely been satisiactory, taking everything 
into consideration. One of the few redeeming 
features has been the spurt in Rhodesians, 
but it is doubtful whether the public are 
interested in: these to any material extent, 
and, so far as regards Congo Borders, the 
movement was rather artificial, because of 
the small quantity of shares available - for 
market dealings. It is apparently within the 
power of those in. control to bring about a 
considerable further rise if they are so dis- 
posed, and if only because of this the market 
is a dangerous one for the public. Another 
redeeming feature has been the firmness of 
first-class investment stocks, particularly 5 per 
cent. War Loan, which has reached 101%, 
thus confirming the opinion previously ex- 
pressed that this is, perhaps, the best security 
for the ordinary investor. The blow to con- 
fidence represented by the Hatry affair has 
not prevented a steady appreciation in prices 
of English Corporation Stocks, which are 
increasingly difficult to obtain on a 5 per 
cent, yield basis. But when the more specu- 
lative sectioris*-outside Rhodesian Mining 
shares—are surveyed the story is rather 
different. Theve has been further liquidation, 
but whether this is wholly due to the coming 
settlement in the Hatry ‘group it is diflicult 


to say. This is the reason 4 forward in 
market circles, but it may he observed that 


general business is now so small that quite a 
moderate amount of selling is sufticient to 
depress quotations considerably. This means 
that the operations of the bears are facili- 
tated, and it is possible that, to some extent 
at least, the recent fall in Courtaulds, Im- 
perial Chemical Industries, Dunlop Rubber, 
Tinited Molasses and Unilevers has been due 
to short selling by professionals. 


Prophets of Gloom. 


It would not be difficult to paint a very 
gloomy picture of the outlook if one listened 
to and was impressed by the views of some 
market operators. The apprehension regard 
ing India has died down to a considerable 
extent, but the Australian situation is re- 
flected in the continuance of very low prices 
for the Government and Municipal Stocks, as 
well as the Bank shares. Another factor 1s 
the disappointment that the Bank rate has 
not been further reduced this year, so that 
ithe stimulus of cheaper money has been 
lacking. In addition an unfavourable impres- 
elon .was created by the statement of the 
Lord Privy Seal pointing to a probable in- 
crease in unemployment. There is, further, 
the less prosperous phase which Argentina 
appears to have entered upon, as indicated 
by the serious fall in the coming wheat yield 
according to the latest official forecast, and 
the sharp adverse movement in the exchange. 
While the railway companies are faced with 
a substantial reduction in gross receipts 
through the smaller carriage of cereals, they 
zro likely to lose throngh the adverse ¢x- 
change, for this makes a big difference when 
the receipts earned in currency are onverted 
into sterling for the purpose of meeting in- 
terest and other payments on this side

ihe pessimists go bevond the purlieus of 
Stock Exchange in their search for bear 
IS. and point to over production oí 
several important commodities—namely, tea, 
sugar, rubber, oil and tin, with the 
tendency of the prices of these articles to fall 
in some cases to upremunerative figures. In- 
cidentally, this over-production should mean 
a turther fall in money rates, because less 
credit, will be required to finance a given 
quantity of stock, and it certainly looks as 
though the world at large has entered upon 
an era of cheaper credit, as witness the re- 
ductions in various European bank rates 
lately announced, including those of France. 
Germany and Hungary. Because of this the 
demand for purely investment stocks should 
continue and bring about a still higher level

R-ssian Securities. 


The British Union of Russian Bondholders 
has issued a brochure giving the case for 
British holders of these securities, and, 
perhaps, the nature of the arguments can 
be gauged from the following extract from 
the introduction which is printed on the 
cover :—** The question of Russia’s debts 
must be successfully negotiated, and it must 
be established that Russia is not only pre- 
pared to honour her commitments of the 
future, but is willing to meet her liabilities 
of the past.” In face of the declared atti- 
tude of the Soviet to debts of the Czarist 
regime, this sounds a little absurd ; still, the 
pamphlet makes out a very good case for 
ihe holders of the various Government- 
guaranteed railway bonds. It says that the 
Soviet Government has repeatedly admitted 
that the railways have been taken over by 
the authorities as going conc#rns, and yearly 
reports during the last ten years speak of 
the favourable progress that bas been 
achieved, Official reports also claim that 
the railways of the country have materially 
ussisted in the process of reconstruction so 
necessary after the war and revolution. The 
British holders of Russian railway bonds, 
therefore, justly claim that since the monevs 
have provided the Soviet Government with 
ellective means for the economic progress of 
the country, there is no justification what- 
ever for the repudiation of the bonds. No 
one ip this country will deny this, but it 
1s extremely doubtful if it will be admitted 
by the authorities at Moscow. It can be 
agreed that the case for holders of Russian 
bonds is very strong, but it would be foolish 
to buy the securities, even at the present 
rubbish prices, in the hope that within a 
measurable distance of time the authoritivs 
will perform a volte face in regard to the 
country’s debts, 


Rubber Shares 


Reference has been made above to the 
ease with which prices are depressed by a 
comparatively small amount of selling. it. 
follows from this that a moderate amount 
of -buying has an undue effect the other 
way. Indeed, one could go further, and 
say that it is difficult, if not impossible, to 
buy shares at the quoted prices. This, per- 
haps, is more particularly the case in the 
Rubber Share Market. The outlook there 
is by no means encouraging, even making 
the most of the apparent willingness of the 
Dutch to join a scheme for the restriction 
of output, but shares are not being sold 
at all freely, and when people try to buy 
it is frequently found that thera are no 
shares available at what is supposed to be 
the market price. An appreciably higher 
figure has to be given, and the public who 
may be inclined to take a hand in this 
suction should realiso that fact. It means 
that, in the event of a very favourable 
development in the situation, quotations 
would probably rise very substantially. It 
must be admitted that, on the surface, thre 
is very little réason for buying rubber shares 
with the commodity at a price which must 
mean a loss to many producers; but those 
who refuse to sell take a much longer view 
of the prospects.

The amendment is subject to con- 
firmation at a meeting to be held on 17th 
February. 
UNCOVERED ACCOUNTS 

COMPANIES. 

The problem of the uncovered bull and bear 
accounts in connection with the 13th February 
settlement in the shares of what is known as 
the Hatry group was once again:on Tuesday 
a subject of discussion. In quarters usually 
regarded as authoritative it was accepted that 
the uncovered itions will not be touched 
by the deferred settlement. The bears, it 
was stated, will have to wait until after tlie 
settlement, and then cover themselves from 
any surplus stock that may ‘be left in the 
hands of the '' pool, or else postpone their 
purchases until the resumption of dealings is 
permitted.
